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KAIFENG STILL FRONTIER 


CITY AFTER_A_YEAR 


FREQUENT RAIDS | 


- BY CHINESE 


After nearly a year of Japanese occupation, 
Kaifeng, Honan provincial capital still has 7,000 
Chinese refugees who are being fed daily by Ameri- 
can and other foreign missionaries. : 


Kaifeng remains a frontier city, close to the 
front lines which are at the new Yellow River 
course a few miles southwest. 


Japanese troops show no disposition to cross} 


the river and continue a drive to the west. Chinese 
troops frequently cross the new stream to the east 
and raid the environs of Kaifeng. 


At such times the Japanese close 
the city gates and sit tight until 
reinforcements arrive. 

Missionaries state that the re- 
fugees they are feeding are natives 
of Kaifeng who have no work to 
support themselves, There are no 
flood of war refugees from outside. 
The 80,000 whom they cared for 
when the Japanese took the city 
last June have either found work 
or gone away. 

Population has returned to two- 
thirds of normal, but is composed 
almost entirely of labourers work- 
ing for the Japanese, who are build- 
ing a new dyke to keep the river in 
its present course and a new rail- 
way connecting Kaifeng with 


' the Peiping-Hankow Railway north- 


east of here. 

Approximately half the shops of 
Keifeng have reopened, but their 
stocks are small and their doors are 
only half opened. Shutters remain 
up, ready to close the shops at short 
notice. The reason for this is not 
clear, but it is believed that the 
populace expects. further. Chinese 
attacks on the city. . ; 

HOW RUMOUR STARTED 

Kaifeng is the seat of the Japan- 
ese-sponsored “Chinese Pacification 
Commission,” which is made up of 
jobless Manchurian warlords 
whose purpose is theoretically to 
wean troops away from China’s na- 


tionalist cause and form a pro-Jap- 


anese army.

Recently when Chinese troops ap- 
proached Kaifeng and attacked its 
suburb several times at night, just

cluded General Hu Yu-kun, chair- 
man of the Pacification Commission. 


This is apparently the basis of 
rumours current throughout' China 
at the time that many of the com- 
mission had been killed in a revolt 
of their Chinese mercenary troops. 


FOREIGNERS NOT HURT 


. The Japanese-sponsored provyin- 
‘cial government of Honan hag its 
seat here. Governor Hsiao J ul-cheng 
greeted the Associated Press and 
other visiting correspondents re- 
cently with a tirade against British 
and other foreign interests in China, 
which he said were helping the 
Chiang Kai-shek regime to exploit 
the Chinese people. 

Mr. Hsiao read his speech from a 
sheet-of paper which. had been typed 
on a Japanese typewriter. Colonel 
8. Usuda, head of the Japanese 
Army’s special’ mission here, sat 
nearby as the speech was'read, 


Despite this official anti-foreign 
attitude, foreign missionaries in 
Kaifeng, including British and Am- 
erican, state they have never been 
molested by either Japanese or Chi- 
nese, and that there has been no 
concrete evidence of anti-foreign 
sentiment beyond such official pro- 
nouncements as Mr. Hsiao’s.

Portsmouth (New Hampshire), To-day. 


The United States submarine Squahis, with 62 men 


on board, is reported to be “submerged i in trou- 
ble” off White Island. 

The Squalus went on a routine dive at 2.40 yester- 
day afternoon and failed to come up after an 
hour — the usual limit for a dive under such 
circumstances. 

The Squalus is in 240 feet of water, and the sub- 
marine -Sculpin, which was ordered to the 
scene, was able to establish telephone com- 
munication with her. 


It -~was learned that during a 
steep dive the induction valve was]: 
unclosed and water entered the 
crew’s quarters. Water is also re- 
ported to have entered the aft en- 
gineroom. 

The naval tug Wandank, the 
‘submarine réscue ship Faloon, a 
coastguard plane and two patrol 
boats are dashing to the rescue. 
‘The Faloon was berthed many miles 
away, at London, Connecticut. 

LATEST SAFETY DEVICES 

Naval officials’ say the Squalus 
should be able to hold out about 24 
hours as she is equipped with all 
the latest safety devices. 

The authorities state that an 
attempt will be made to send a 
.diver down from a surface ship to 
.close the induction valve. _ 

If this is achieved the ship might 
be raised.

75,000 Crowd Present For 


Boxing’s Bi 


Sine the mighty John L. Sul- 
livan, first ‘glove’ heavyweight 
champion of the world, smashed 
Paddy Ryan to defeat there have 
been seventeen battles in which the 
heavyweight championship of the 
world changed hands, Few of these 
contests caused such a sensation 
and controversy as when Max 
Schmeling won the world title from 
Jack Sharkey, under unique condi- 
tions. 

After Tunney retired, there was a 

-scramble among the heavyweights for 


the right to call themselves King of _ , ; 


Fistiana. Schmeling knocked out 
Young Stribling in the fifteenth round 
of a bruising battle, while the savage 
Sharkey dropped the British Phil Scott 
to the boards by palpably Tow blows. 
The latter fight caused world-wide con- 
troversy, but eventually Sharkey and 
Schmeling were matched for the cham- 
pionship. a 

- Sharkey. was as temperamental as 2 
prima donna, and as uncertain as 2 
ace horse. Few were the times wher 
he wasn’t booed from the ring. Fur- 
thermore, he earned the soubriquet 
‘The Sobbing Sailor’ by his hysterical 
exhibitions in the ‘ring. 

Yet when he wanted to, Sharkey 
could fight like a demon, and into the 
Yankee Stadium in New York poured 
76,000 people on a hot June night in 
1930. 

There was drama in the air apart 
from the fight. 

The ringside was crammed with 
spectators typical of prohibition days 
—bootleggers, gorillas, hopheads, high- 
‘jackers, every kind of outlaw rubbed 
shoulders with the elite of the stage, 
society and sporting worlds. Droves of 
police fine combed the grounds for 
wanted characters, especially conduct- 
ing a search for certain gunmen who 
were known to have had a hand in the 
famous killing of Jake Lingle, the Chi- 
cago newspaper man. 


Sharkey Wades In 


Sharkey whirled into the -fray from 
the first gong, and drove the German 
before him. Schmeling was always a 
slow starter, and the American was 
quick to take advantage. Pressing his 
foe hotly, Sharkey punched with vene- 
mous accuracy, knocking back Max’s 
head with a rattling tattoo of two- 
handed blows. 

Schmeling was his grim, game self, 
and he scored well with a left hook. 
But it seemed that Sharkey would not 
be denied, and he ploughed forward, 
unhooking some wicked right crosses. 
A hard left brought 2 trickle of blood 
from Sharkey’s mouth, but he was on 
his toes, and he gave back three 
smashes for the German’s one. 

The third round opened sensational- 

. fy, and the crowd roared as the Ameri- 
can whipped in with sizzling hooks and 
drilled away at Schmeling’s jaw. Sud- 
denly a murderous right hand explod- 
ed.on the point of the chin, and Max 
Yurched back into the ropes, definitely 
groggy. It was a paralysing punch, 
and it had really set him up for a 
imock-out. However, Sharkey, usually 
_ a show off, stepped back to admire his 
handywork, and gave the German pre- 
cious seconds in which to recover. 


Dazed And Befuddled 


Even so, -Schmeling was in a bad 
way, as his foe resumed the assault. 
He was obviously dazed and befuddled, 
and was fighting desperately to kee 
his senses, as the bell ended the round. 
With o strained, anxious face, . Joe 
Jacobs went to work on Schmeling in 
pea corner, calling for the . smelling 
salts. ae 

.. Out for the fourth round came the 
German, having. staged a remarkable 
recovery. Even so, Sharkey fired vol- 
leys of lefts and rights to his head, and 
it seemed just a matter of time before 
one of his thunderous blows. connected. 
But a sensation was only. a’ few: sec- 
onds away. Stiffening suddenly, Max 
Ley ior Stic ined with ash ete 

ey's jaw, which landed. with, such fords 
that the.

Up until then Sharkey had been box- 
ing with the cool mastery of a true 
champion. But that terrific -belt on 

-{the chin completely unnerved him, 
With a roar of rage, Sharkey crossed 
viciously’ with his right, missed and 
the men clinched. They reeled across 

‘the ring with Sharkey tearing himself 
from the embrace.. Max came forward 
- .. . Sharkey met him with a left 

hook, a left hook that’ started a few 
inches from the canvas and rose scarce- 
ly at all. It was a savage punch, an 
alley-fighter’s blow. With all his train- 
ed weight behind it, Sharkey’s glove 
dug deeply into the German’s = groin, 
and Schmeling collapsed to the canyas 
like a pack of cards, crying he had been 
fouled. He grovelled on the floor, his 
face contorted with, pain. : 


‘Referee Hesitates 


Absolute’ pandemonium reigned. The 
referee looked uncertainly at the 
judges, before waveringly starting the 
count, He had only reached ‘two’ when 
the bell rang, announcing the end of 
the round. At. once the ring. was 
crowded with wildly gesticulating sec- 
onds and rhanagers. The spectators 
themselves howled their heads: off. But 
through it all, rising above the incredi- 
ble din, was the shrill voice of Schme- 
ling’s manager, Joe Jacobs, yelling with 
ear-splitting force, ‘Foul! Foul!, Foul! 

Not for a second did Joe let up. The 
sweat. poured down his face as he ran 
from the judges to the referee, screech- 
ing in their faces. Sharkey sat in his 
corner with a sneering smile on_ his 
face, calmly waiting | for the rest 
period to end. He didn’t set much 
stock on this foul business. : 

The referee and judges -were in a be- 
wildered huddle, as nothing like this 
had ever happened in a world title fight 
before. The bell for the fifth round 
sounded practically unnoticed, as more 
and more men surged into the ring: 


MAX SCHMELING the first 
man in boxing history to win a 
world title on a foul.

Blow Declared Illegal 


Eventually one of the judges opined 
that the American had struck an illegal 
blow. Finally, when the fifth round 
should have ended, the referee came to 
his decision, announced that it was a 
foul, and that Max Schmeling thus be- 
came heavyweight champion of the 
world, having.also the unpleasant. dis-~ 
tinction of being the first man in box- 
ing history to-gain the title in this 
way! ie 

When: Sharkey heard the bad news, 
he lived up to his nickname by burst- 
ing into tears, and had t6 be forcibly 
réstrained from committing mayhem 
on Joe Jacobs. Eventually he left the 
ring, accompanied by a storm of boos 
and jeers that must have made a world 
record in volume. ‘ 

.The whole affair was utterly dis- 
graceful, and a blot on boxing’s annals. 
Yet the real victor was the fast-talk- 
ing, cigar-smoking little Jew, Joe 
Jacobs.. He won Schmeling’s. title for, 
him more certainly than any manager 
before, and he won it with his man ly-~ 
ing on his back, groaning. . 

In their return fight Sharkey took 
the title from the German on a ques- 
tionable points decision. Once again 
the volatile Joe distinguished himself, 
by leaping into the ring after the ver4 
dict and giving voice to his apparently 
justified complaint.

This -vas the place where the 
Chinese put up a strong resist- 
ance and where they made their 
last stand when the Japanese 
marched -into Canton last Octo- 
ber. 

Beyond occasional sentry posts 
no heavy Japanese concentrations 
were to be seen en route. 

On arrival at Tsengshing, the 
party was greeted by Major 
Hiro, officer commanding the 
Japanese detachment there, who 
had participated in the march 
from Bias Bay. 

ARTILLERY FIRE 

He explained that most of the 
damage had been done by artil- 
lery fire across the city, where 
the Japanese had secured a 
commanding position on top of 
the hill. ° 
It appears, from a conversa- 
tion with a native of the city, 
that the Chinese did not enter 
Tsengshing during the April 
offensive.
